claimed invention teaches a sliding door having a sliding window pane therein, a foreign 
object detecting unit which detects an object within an opening produced by the window 
pane in the sliding door and stops the movement of the sliding door to an open position 
upon detecting existence of a foreign object within the opening produced by the window 
pane is seen as an unobvious improvement over the art of record.
